THROUGH A BRIDGE. 


Wrecking of the Halifax Express at St. 
Joseph de Levis. 


ALL THE CARS OF THE TRAIN GO INTO 
THE RIVER. 


Many Passengers Killed and Injured— 
Empress Augusta Victoria’s Babe—The 
Mad King of Bavaria—Enforcing Pértu- 
guese Authority—Foreign News—A Se- 
rious Crisis Threatened. 


QUEBEC, Dec. 18.—Word has just been re- 
ceived frogn St. Joseph de Levis to the effect 
that the westbound Halifax express went 
through the bridge at that. place 
shortly before noon to-day. The 
entire train excepting the baggage car and 
engine went down. Anumber of passengers 
were killed and many others injured. As- 
sistance has been sent from Levis. Na par- 
ticulars have been received as to the number 
killed or injured, but it is said that the cars 
were all smashed to pieces. 


Queen Victoria’s Christmas. 


LONDON, Dec. 18.—The Queen will spend her 
Christmas at Osborne, Isle of Wight, and 
leaves Windsor to-day forthat place. The 
Duke and Duchess of Connaught will take 
their Christmas dinner with Her Majesty, and 
the Duke of Edinburg with the German 
Emperor. 

MME, MODJESKA IN AMERICA. 

Mme. Modjeska, who is publishing a nar- 
rative of her dramatic experiences in Ameri- 
ca and England, speaks of New York asa 
cosmopolitan city, with less American than 
foreign control. She says the people seem in 
too much of a hurry to enjoy life, but she 
speaks favorably of the American play-goers 
in general, remarking that no people are s0 
quick to appreciate the good points of acting. 
She especially lauds Londonand English s0- 
clety.

THE BIRMINGHAM CAUCUS. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s speech at the Birming- 
ham Unionist caucus is the topic of the hour 
in political circles. The Unionists and Con- 
servative papers support his firm attitude 
and advise him to persevere. The advances 
made by the Gladstonians are taken as evi- 
dence that internal dissensions are develop- 
ingin that party. The Standard expresses 
doubt as to the advisability of Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s scheme for the formation of anew 
party. These facts, it says, are daily tending 
to call into existence a national party com- 
posed of Unionists and Conservatives. 

CHAMBERLAIN’S EGOTISM. 

The Daily News (Liberal) comments sarcasti- 
cally on the speech made by Joseph Chamber- 
lain at Birmingham last night. It says Mr. 
Chamberlain’s egottsm is so intense that he 
finds nothing of interest inthe present great 
crisis, but the personal relations of himself 
and the English parties. 

BOEHM, THE SCULPTOR. 

The remains of the late Sir Joseph Edgar 
Boehm, the sculptor, will, at the request of 
the Queen, be interred at St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral. The funeral ceremonies will take place 
on Saturday. 

EMPEROR FREDERICK’S STATUE. 

At Windsor to-day a statue of the late Em- 
peror Frederick of Germany was unveiled by 
the Queen. The Prince of Wales and other 
members of the royal family were present at 
the ceremony. 

CAPT. NORTON’S LIFEBOAT. 

Capt. Norton’s lifeboat, in which he left 
America some months ago on a trip across 
the Atlantic has been signal ed off Gibraltar. 
The Captain is reported as saying. ‘‘All 
well.’’ His arrival at Toulon is expected 
daily. s 

THE GRAND HOTEL BURNED. 

The Grand Hotel at Margate caught fire last 
night and despite the efforts made to extin- 
guish the flames the hotel was destroyed. 
The fire broke out after the inmates had re- 
tired and the flames spread with such alarm- 
ing rapidity that when they were awakened 
they had no time to save their clothing or 
personal effects, but were compelled to rush 
from the burning building in their night 
clothes. Great excitement prevailed and 
many of the guests had narrow escapes. No 
lives were lost and the only person reported 
hurt is a bar-maid, who was injured by jump- 
ing from a window. 

EXCITING SCENES. 

There were many exciting scenes immedi- 

ately following the first rush of the inmates. 


In many instances men and women, som 
carrying children in their arms, were seen 
preparing to spring from the windows the 
moment the fire should reach them. They 
were, however, in every instance except one 
sufficiently reassured by the firemen and on- 
lookers to prevent their making the fatal 
jump. Anumber of women fainted in the 
crush and werecarried out by the firemen and 


volunteers. 
. VICTIMS OF A HOAX. 


PaRIS, Dec. 18.—The French Nihilists allege 
tyat Labruyere and Ducquercy, who in- 
formed the police that they had aided the 
murderers, Padlewski, to escape, are the vic- 
tims of ahoax. The man who figured asa 
fugitive, they say, was not Padlewski. On 
the other hand, some people believe that the 


informers hoaxed the police with the object 


of diverting the detectives from the trailof 
the murderer, and creating an impression 
that he gone to South America.

KILKENNY, Dec. 18.—At a meeting of the 
corporation of Kilkenny to-day, some of the 
members introduced and attempted to pass a 
resolution declaring in favor of Sir John Pope 
Hennessy, the parliamentary candidate of 
the McCarthyites. The Parnell men objected 
to this proceeding and the meeting was soon 
inanuproar. Someof the Parnellite mem- 
bers in their enthusiastic support of theircan- 
fidate, challenged their opponents to fight. 
Finally the Mayor, who is a McCarthyite, and 
the other supporters of Mr. Hennessy, with- 
drew from the meeting. The Parneliites 
thereupon elected a chairman and passed a 
resolution expressing confidence in their 
leader. 

GROWING BITTERNESS. 

Mr. Parnell left Kilkenny to-day to attend 
meetings at Gore’s Bridge and Gowran. He 
jleft the hotel in ai closed carriage. 
His = right eye was covered with 
bandages. It is not expected that 
he will speak at either meeting. 
On the way to Gore’s Bridge the carriage was 
broken down, but another was procured and 
Mr. Parnelland his party proceeded. When 

they entered Gore's Bridge, Mr. Parnell and 
his colleagues descended from the carriage. 
The other members of the party ostenta- 
tiously guided the steps of Mr. Parnell. 
This action had a dramatic effect on the on- 
lookers. The bitterness between the rival 
factions is growing wzreater hour by hour. 
The followers of Mr. Parnell hold that heisa 
martyr, while the supporters of Mr. Davitt 
make the same claim for their leader. 

A meeting of McCarthyites was held at 
Johnstown to-day, at which Mr. Healy made 
anaddress. Atthe same time and place the 
Parnellites held a meeting. Among the speak- 
ers was Mr. Edward Harrington. 

Sir John Pope Hennessy, the candidate of 
the McCarthyites, addressed a meeting at 
Uriingford to-day. 


GLADSTONE’S$ PRESENT ATTITUDE. 

LONDON, Dec., 18.—A gentleman who re- 
cently visited Hawarden, stated last night, 
atthe National Liberal Club, that it is very 
doubtful whether Mr. Gladstone will resume 
his seatin the House of Commons. He is 
now suffering from the reaction following the 
strain of the controversy regarding Mr. Par- 
nell’s leadership, and he is getting less hope- 
ful about the ultimate success of Home Rule. 
While he did not authorize any public ex- 
pression on the subject, he gave his visitor to 
understand that his remaining days, so far 
as public interests were concerned, would be 
devoted to certain important reiorms which 
have been neglected on account of the Irish 
question, .

Mr. Balfour, Chief secretary, for Ireland, 
has started for Dublin, where he will remain 
during the Christmas holidays. 

HARD WORDYPSs FOR THE OPPOSITION. 
“Pec. 18.—United Ireland says that 
when the office of the paper was taken pos- 
session of by Mr. Parnell he discharged no 
member of the staff except Mr. Bodkin, the 
acting editor. If a few members of the siaff 
Stayed away, Mr. Parnell cannot be blamed 
for filling their places with other men. Inan 
article on the political situation Uwpited Irelaad 
says that the result of thecoming parlament- 
ary election in Kilkenny touches Ireland’s 
existence as a nation. The maintenance of 
the central idea of nationhood depends on 
freedom from alien dictation. Men of spirit 
and judgment should have instantly repudl- 
ated Mr. Gladstone’s pretension, but the dis- 
sident Irish leaders, with a solitary excep 
tion, were not honest followers of Mr. Parnell 
and were not strong in mind or heart. 
The plot to degrade Mr. Parnell, the paper 
says, had been hatching for years and the 
consphWators only awaited a chance to put 
their scheme into effect. Personal hatred, 
vanity, envy or ambition moved many of the 
plotters, while others were actuated by baser 
motives.

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A WARRANT AGAINST BRENNER. 


He Is Charged With the Musder of Henry 
Hartman. 


John 0. Brenner was this morning formally 
charged with the killing of Henry Hartman, 
when Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes 
issued a warrant against him for murder in 
the first degree. The defendant is now in 


jail, 
About 8:15 o’clock last Sunday morning 
Hartman was murdered at his own door. The 


deceased was a prosperous German living at 
2804 caged avenue. He had for several 
or tha su pected that his wife was on too 
lendly peed 4 with Brenner, a young carpen- 
ter livingin the vicinity. Im August he ac- 
cused Brenner of peng tenet g | in his family re- 
lations and the men fought in a saloon. 

On the strength of.the existing bad feeling 
Brenner } arrested and charged with the 
murder. etwosonsof the deceased were 

also taken into custody. The Coroner’s jury 
failed toimplicate any of the menand the 
Iiartman boys were discharged. Mr 
Dierkes ate. Be. doubt as to the advisability 
of issuing the warrant, but this morning read 
over the testimony @ and took decisive action. 

The evidence is all of a circumstantial na- 
ture. Hartman Brenner were 
at sword’s points oon account of 
he suspicion of intimacy 
Brenner was found to have been away from 
his room from 2:30 o’clock until almost 4. 
When arrested he denied having ever had a 
revolver. - Several witnesses swore that 
Mrs. Hartman had given him a 
weapon and the woman herself finally ac edit: 
ted the truth of these statements 
tective Tracy searched Brenner’s hon aaa 
found a revolver in the garret, Four 
chambers of the weapon were empty. 
Four shots had been fired 
when Hartman was killed. Brenner insisted 
that he had not used the weapon for more 
thana year, Detective Tracy gave expert 
testimony to the effect that thé revolver had 
been discharged within forty-eight hours. 
Then, too, Mrs. Hartmann admitted that 
when she was arrested and taken to the sta- 
tion, she met Brenner, and was told by the 
latter to ‘‘keep her mouth  shut.’’ 
Brenner is unable to in any 
way explain his whereabouts at the 
time of the killing, insisting that he was too 
drunk to remember. Mr. Dierkes thinks 
these facts justify him in sendingBrenner into 
the Court of Criminal Correction for prelim- 
inary hearing.

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FAVORS THE PLAN. 


Mayor Noonan Strongly Indorses the 
New Fair Grounds Movement, 


AND WOULD RECOMMEND THE CITY'S 
TAKING CHARGE OF THE ENTERPRISE. 


With a Board of Merchants, Manufacturers 
and Municipal Representatives the Fair 
Grounds’ Existence Would Be Assured 
—Possible Obstacles to Be Removed— 
Other City Hall Opinions. y 


The contemplated settlement of the prob- 
lem of the perpetuation of the Fair Grounds 
as-a local ingtitytion by its being placed 
under the.control of the Municipal Govern- 
ment and managed bya public board to be 
appointed from among the most prominent 
representatives of the various trade interests 
of the city, the full details of which were 
given in yesterday’s PostT-DISPATCH, excited 
the most general and profound interest and 
was the leading topic of local discussion yes- 
terday and this morning. 

It was almost unanimously conceded that 
ihe formation of sucha plan offered an ex- 
ceedingly reasonable explanation of the re- 
cent marked changes made inthe system of 
management inauyzurated in the Fair Grounds 
Association. Studied from the point of view 
of the Fair Grounds ultimately passing under 
the contro] 6f the city, several of the changes 
made are peculiarly significant. The charac- 
ter and prominence of the gentlemen forming 
the Board of Trustees andthe directory, the 
appeal forthe future support of the enter- 
prise based so strongly upon the fact 
of its being essentially a public 
institution, the argument ofthe support ex- 
tended by other cities to zoological gardens, 
the similarity the present formation 
of the Fair Grounds boards to 


that of all great public institutions, 
the determination to separate the manage- 
ment of the race course and practically put 
itintothe hands of the Jockey Club, thus 
leaving the Fair Grounds proper to stand 
on its own merits. the policy of 
electing a Secretary and General Superinten- 

dent who shall be responsible forthe practi- 
cal management of the Fair, are all taken as 
strong Indications that the ultimate transfer 
of the Fair Grounds tothe city was seriously 
considered in the radical reorganisation just 
completed. 

Should the proposition he made to Mayor 
Noonan, it would meet with the heartiest 
support from His Honor, provided the way 
could be made ;lear of possible legal obstacles 
to such an important move. Itis in such a 
favorable viey of the project now entertained 
by the munfipal executive, as developed 
from an intérview with him this morning, 
that the prosfect of the Fair Grounds finally 
becoming great — institution Is ren- 
dered ever .aore likely than when indorsed 
simply ®Y the Board of Trustees of the reor- 
gan fd association. Whether or notthe board 
hea previously obtained the Mayor’s views 
On the gubject before formulating such a 
project, the fact remains that asthe move- 
ment now stands the transfer of the Fair 
Grounds to the city of St. Louis, gigantic as 
such a deal would be, could be effected with 
remarkable ease. And the indications are 
that with the formal and definite 
proposal for such a change, it would 
meet at once with a popular support that 
would testify in the strongest mannerto the 
public belief in the necessity for perpetuating 
- eat enterprise as a public institution. 

ollowing the expression of the views of 
mrostes Charles Parsons on the project as 
published in yesterday’s PosT-DISPATCH, 
Mayor Noonan was seen this morning 
an asked how the city would 
regard such a proposition coming 
from the Board of Trustees of the Fafr Grounds 
Association, and in what manner such an im- 
portant addition to municipal institutions 
could be effected if favorably decided upon. 
The Mayor had evid@ntly devoted considera- 
ble thought to the subject, and expressed 
himself upon it both carefully and very fully. 
His answer throughout was an unqualified in- 
dorsement of the scheme. | 

MAYOR NOONAN’S INDORSEMENT. 

‘‘To begin with,’’ said’ Mayor Noonan, 
‘*there is no question that the Fair Grounds 
cannot be allowed ever to pass out of ex- 
istence as a local institution. The anmual St. 
Lous Fairis of so great a benefit to the city 
that its discontinuance would be a serious 
blow to the city’s prosperity, and would 
affect detrimentally every localinterest. The 
two greatest and best advertisements that 
St. Louis has, viewed froma practical bus!- 
ness standpoint, arethe Fairand the Expo- 
sition. Its grea at bridges, its parks, etc., are, 
of course, getting evidences of the city’ s 
growth and wealth, but every large city of 
this country has such advantages, ‘and they 
are not special advertisements to any one 
city. The St. Louis Fair tis an _  insti- 
tution pecullar to 8st. Louis, and it is 
one that has made the city famous 
throughout the United States. St. Ipuis is 
essentially a selling city; it has an enormous 
trade territory, which purchases supplies in 
this market. The Fair affords an opportunity 
for bringing buyers and sellers together once 
a year ina way which could not be improved 
upon. Itoffers an inducement to visit St. 
Louls to the very class of people which 
St. Loults merchants desire, viz., the 
agricultural element of the West, South and 
Southwest and other territory. The totalag- 
gregate of business brought to St. Louis by 
means of the St. Louis Falr, if it could be 
actually shown In figures, would surprise even 
those St. Louis merchants who are strongest 
in supportias thatenterprise. I mention this 
merely as an introduction to my views on the 
subject of insuring the perpetuation of the 

Fair Grounds Association.’’ 

‘*‘As I understand it, the idea 
the Fair Grounds passing into the 
control of the municipality arose 
first from the belief that the city should 
support its Zoological Gardens, as do other 
cities. InthisI heartily agree with the Fair 
Grounds people. New York, Philadelphia 
and possibly other cities, furnish 
the financial backing necessary 
to their Zoologteal Gardens, and 
St. Louis should certainly be willing to do the 
same. Should the Fair Grounds board make 
the proposition now thatthe city guarantee 
any deficit arising from the management of 
the Zoological Gardens, the proposition 
would meet my post unqualified support, and 
I would uée avely means possible to have the 
city take charge of the gardens. 

‘Going from that proposition to the far 
more important one of thecity’s assumin 
the responsibility of the Fair Grounds, 
would state that such a proposition would 
also meet with my approval. I have, how- 
ever, certain views of my own as to the man- 
agement of the enterprise as a public institu- 
tion which I would insist upon being carried 
out. In tbe absence any detailed 
statement or explanation as to 
the character of the burden to 
be assumed by thecity I should yO eh that 
to make the Fair Grounds a municipal charge 
and guarantee its perpetuity in that way the 
city would have to be und in some manner 
for whatever deficit might arise annually 
from the Fair management. It would not 
necessarily mean a transfer of the Fair 
Grounds property to the city, nor an assum- 
ing of the Association’s bonded indebtedness 
by the city.

KILLED HIS FIRST PARTNER TO LIVE 
WITH A BIGAMOUS SPOUSE. 


Four Indian Murderers to Hang—Shot by 
His Brother-in-Law-—Furniture Dealer 
Absconds—Sentenced for Robbery—De- 
preved Youths in Jail—Criminal Cal- 


endar. 


WELLAND, Ontario, Dec. 
Day, the Rochester wife murderer, was 
hanged at 8:10 a’clock this morning. The 
condemned man spent his last night on earth 
in writing letters to his relatives and singing 
Gospel hymns, his favorite selections being 
**scatter seeds of kindness,’’ and ‘‘On the 
way from earth to heaven,I will guide thee 
with mine eye.’’ There wasa tremor in his 
voice as he sang, and, sofar as his stunted 
moral nature would allow, he was deeply af- 
fected. Hedid not sleep more than a half 
an hour. The letters which he sent to his 
brothers contained affectionate greetings and 
an exhortation to lead a better life. Up to 
the last he passionately blamed his 
Sister, who, he claimed, wasthe one who 
planned the visit from Rochester to the river. 
He would not admit having actually pushed 
his wife over the bank, but his denial was 
not emphatic and it is generally believed that 
he carried out tothe letter the arrrnge- 
ments which his sister enabled him to 
arrive at. Rev. Mr. McCuaigee left himat 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon and returned at 
4 o’clock this morning. He and the con- 
demned then engaged in earnest prayer 
and the latter listened and took part with 
evident sincerity. At7 o’clock he resumed 
the singing ofhymns. His rough uncultured 
voice sounded almost sweet with added 
pathos and feeling. Breakfast was then 
served and consisted of coffee, toast, broiled 
chicken and oysters. 

ON THE SCAFFOLD. 

The death warrant was then readtothe 
condemned man and the procession to the 
scaffold began. Day walked calmly out to 
Ahe rude structure from which he was te be 
~aunched into eternity. There was no delay 

rhitchofany kind. Promptly at 3 o’clock, 
or perhaps a minute or two before, the min- 
ister sali the last consoling words. 

Day was placed directly in the center of the 
scaffold. Webore himself with a swagger. 
and to all outward appearance, was the least 
affected and most jaunty of those assembled. 
After calmly surveying the crowd of specta- 
tors, which numbered several hundred, he 
shook handsjnturn with the Jaller, Sheriff 
and Ministerand simply said, ‘‘good bye.’’ 
The hangmanjquickly adjusted the stfap on 
his legs, the black cap was pulled down and 
the fatal noose adjusted. Rev. Mr. McCuaigee 
offered up the Lord’s ‘prayer, and as the 
words ‘‘deliver us from evil’’ were uttered, 
at a sign from the Sheriff, the hangman 
_ pulled the cord and the great weight dropped, 
jerking the victim six or seven feet into the 
air. Hecame down with another great jerk 
and, after a few spasmodic convulsions, last- 
ing only a minute anda half, the body hung 
* motionless inthe air. Dr. Smith placed his 
hand on the pulse andinten minutes he de- 
clared the pulse to have stopped beating. 
After twenty minutes had elapsed the body 
was cut down and the doctor,after a brief ex- 
amination, declared the neck unbroken and 
that death was produced by strangulation. 

STORY OF THE CRIME. 

The crime for which Day was executed was 
committed on Sunday, July 27 last. Day was 
then a hotel porterin Rochester, N. Y. six 
years ago he married Desire Chatterton, only 
daughter of Daniel Dhatterton of Saratoxza 
Springs, who had been working in Rochester 
asa domestic. Their married life does not 
appear to have been very pleasant, and on 
July 12 last Day married Mary E. Breen of 
Canandaigua, under the name of Arthur 
Hoyt. He brought her to Rochester and 
lived with her. On July 27 he took wife No. 1 
and his sister, Mrs. Quigley, to 
Niagara Falls. They crossed to the Canadian 
side and proceeded along the bank in the 
direction of the whirlpool. Mrs. Quigley sat 
down to rest, and Day and his wife continued 
theirtalk. The last Mrs. Quigley saw of them 
they were standing close tothe edge of the 
high river bank. When she looked again Mrs. 
Day had disappeared. Day returned and told 
his sister he had pushed his wife over the 
bank and that he wanted to be rid of her. 
Day and his stster then returned to Rochester 
and the body of the murdered wife was not 
found until two weeks later. Day was 
troubled with horrible nightmares after 
his crime, and frequentiv started from 
sleep screaming: ‘*There she goes, down, 
down, down. I see her, My God! 1 see her.’’ 
This aroused the suspicions of wife No. 2, and 
on discovering that her husband’s real name 
was Day and that he was supposed to have a 
wife living she put the case inthe hands of 
the police and told her story. Search was 
made for wife No.1 and Day and his sister 
were closely questioned. The latter became 
frightened and told of the crime. Mrs. Day’s 
body was found at the foot of the river bank 
and Day was taken tothe Canadian side to 
identify it. There he was arrested and held 
for murder. Histrialtook place at Welland 
Oct. 7and lasted but one day, his sister being 
the chief witness against him. He was found 
guilty and sentenced to be hanged.

Issue of Bonds. 


Mr. Thomas G. Shearman of New York, ar- 
rived in the city this morning from Tyler, 
Tex., where he argueda case in behalf of the 
bondholders of the International & Great 
Northern Railway Co., which contains many 
novel features. It a case of vast import- 
ance, since it affects the entire bonded 
debt of the road, representing 
$15,000,000, the Attorney-General, now Gov- 
ernor, having sought to have the issue 
of bonds declared invalid on _ technical 
grounds. The case contains some peculiar 
features, which are new even to the courts of 
law, which have witnessed almost every 
mode of proceedure that ingenulty can devise, 
and the very questions, which were finally 
submitted to the Supreme Court, smack of the 
newness of the wild and woolly West. Mr. 
Shearman was found in his room at the South- 
ern this morning, and he gavea very inter- 
esting history of the case from its beginning. 

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

‘*The International & Great Northern,’’ he 
said, ‘‘failed to pay the interest on its bonds 
and the second mortgage bondholders began 
foreclosure proceedings for the interest and 
principal due. The first mortgage bondhold- 
ers were satisfied that the security for the 
principal was perfectly good sothey didnot 
join the second mortgage bondhold- 
ers as to the principal due, but 
only the interest. On account of 


certain influences controlling some of the 
clients the suits were begun in the State 
courts, very much against my judgment. 
That itself is something entirely newand it 
is. Ibelieve. the only case on record where 
foreign bondholders have endeavored to fore- 
ciose a railroad mortgage in the State courts, 
The cases, however, were instituted there 
and then the Attorney-General, now the 
Governor, came in with an intervention. He 
wanted todeclare allof the bonds invalid 
claiming that the issue exceeded the value of 
the road. 

‘‘The company was reorganized in 1979, and 
at that time Messrs. Kennedy and Sloan were 
the purchasers for the stockholders and bond- 
holders. They brought everybody in and all 
claims were paid in full, even the crow 
claims. It was a perfectly clean and honest 
settlement of the affairs of the company and 
everyone ifiterested came forward with 
their claims, which promptly 
met. The only ones sacri- 
ficed anything were the bondholders 
themselves, some of whom accepted in pay- 
ment what they had paid for their bonds, but 
the stockholders were paid in fullat par,a 
thing rarely done. The company then issued 
only $10,000,000 of bonds, reducing the debt 
about $6,000,000. Since then 250 miles of road 
have been built and $5,000,000 of bonds have 
been issued. The entire road is bonded at 
$20,000 a mile, $10,000 of first mortgage bonds 
and $10,000 of second mortgage bonds. 

‘The Attorney General’s position was that 
the road was bought in 1879 for $1,000,000 
therefore that was the value of the road, and 
it could not issue bonds to exceed that 
amount. We laid all the facts before him 
and showed him that 850 miles of road could 
not be built for $1,000,000 and pointed out to 
him that the value of the road was not what 
it sold for, but what it would cost to replace 
it. He finally receded from this position, but 
insisted that the bonded debt was in excess of 
the value pf the road, though we could not 

et him to specify any amounts. We had 
Bee very anxious for a trial because 
we wanted to _ settle the affairs of 
the company as soon as possible, 
but when the time for trial came we found 
the Attorney-General on hand still insisting 
on hig technical points and demandinga jury. 
By the law of Texas when a corporation Is 
sola out the purchasers became the corpora- 
tion. There is nochange of name or ofany- 
thing @ise. The purchasers simply take pos- 
session. But the Attorney-General claimed 
that the new bonds had been issued by 
the old Board of Directors and therefore were 
invalid. He wascommitted during his cam-

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THE GREAT SNOW STORM. 


IT IS OVER, BUT HAS CAUSED GREAT 
DAMAGE IN PITTSBURG. 


trous Floods—Malt-House Blown Down— 
Railroad Tracks Washed Away-—Storm 
Notes. ’ 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 18.—The great snow 
storm is over. Business has again resumed 
and no more trouble is apprehended, as long 
as the snow lieson the ground. <A sudden 
thaw or heavy shower would cause a dis- 
astrous flood, as there are from 
eighteen inches to three feet of 
snow in the mountains and throughout West- 
ern Pennsylvania. The railroad blockade 
has been raised and all trains East and West 
were nearly ontimethis morning. The tele- 
graphic service is somewhat crippled, but 
the companies are getting their wires in 
shape very rapidly,;and before night will be 
a position to handle business without delay. 
Thg street cars are again running, and the 
el@mtric light, telephone, fire alarm and 
police telegraph isin operation as usual, so 
that if it were not forthe mantle of white- 
ness that envelops everything the city would 
present its wonted apppearance. The storm 
was one of the heaviest in years and was the 
most destructive ever experienced in this city. 
The actual fall of snow was eighteen inches. 
This has been exceeded many times, but 


never before has the mass of feathery flakes 
caused so much widespread damage and in- 
convenience fo the operations of railroad, 
telegraph and street car companies. So far, 
no lives have been lost, but a number of per- 
sons have been injured and there have been 
numerous narrow escapes. The monetary 
loss is very great and will reach away up into 
the thousands. Actual figures cannot be 
given, 
RAILROAD TRACK WASHED AWAY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 18.—The five mile beach 
railroad which runs from Cape May Court- 
house to Anglesea, N.J., has been washed 
away for a distance of three and a half miles, 
the track being piled up against the telegraph 
poles. Communication with Anglesea can 
only be had by means of boats. At Sea Isle 
City considerable damage was done. The 
railroad from that point tothis city, which 
runs along the beach, was badly damaged, as 
is also the road to Avon. Washouts are 
numerous, and it will be several weeks before 
communication with these ints is fully re- 
stored. The bridge across the Townsend in- 
lets and Corson’s inlet are reported damaged. 
At Reading, Pa., a chimney was blown over, 
and Miss Ella Grath was struck by the frag- 
ments and probably fatally injured. 

HEAVY SNOW IN THE SOUTH. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 18.—Reports re- 
ceived here last night show a very heavy 
snowfallover the mountain counties lying 
north of this city, and in the mountains lying 
south along the North Carolina border snow 
ranges froin six inches to three feet deep and 
has been falling since Tuesday noon or even 
longer. in Southwest Virginia snow is very 
heavy. At Bristol yesterday no trains on the 
Norfolk & Western ilroad were able to get 
through ontime toconnect with the East 
Tennessee, in fact the schedule on that road 
has been abandoned as the road is buried itn 
snow. Upper East Tennessee has from six to 
twelve inches of snow and it has been falling 
more or less all yesterday. The ground is 
very wet and it has not frozen sofar. There 
isno snow west of here, though much has 
fallen to-day which melted. Reports con- 
tinued to come in last night of the heavy 
snowstorm in upper East Tennessee. At9 
o’clock this morning it was eight inches ona 
levelat Johnson City and twelve inches at 
Bristol, and still falling at both places.

With 
this large transfer there are twenty-nine 
others which bring the sum total In consider- 
ation up to nearly $300,000. 

While these figures do not represent the 
business of to-day they are nevertheless 
proof of the correctness of the reports pre- 
viously published, and in that way give a 
tone and vigor fothe market not otherwise 
attainable.

THE FINANCIAL STATUS. 


STOCKS IN NEW YORK DULL, WITH FEW 
CHANGES IN QUOTATIONS. 


Heavy Calls Made by New York Banks on 
Their Outside Oorrespondents — The 
Bank of England Rate of Discount Uz- 
changed—A Dull Market. 


New Yor«, Dec. 18.—The feeling on Wall 
street isstill oneof great uncertainty and 
anxiety, as the reports of bank embarrass- 
ments in the Western and Middle States about 
offset the retirement of over $1,000,000 in 
clearing-house certificates which took place 
during the first part of the week. It was ex- 
pected that a further redemption of clearing- 
house certificates would have taken place 
yesterday,as some of thecreditor banks 
were clamorous for the cash for 
which their certificates called, and when 
it was known that no such redemption would 
take place, many brokers refused to purchase 
stocks for customers! on margin, advising 
their clients either to buy outright or to keep 
out of the market. 

BANKS EMBARRASSED. 

There is great uncertainty felt as to what 
will be the outcome of the present stringency 
in respect to whatare known inthis city as 
the country banks. At this season of the year 
these banks have been large borrowers from 
New York, and their business has been based 
on the supposition that during December 
and January they could obtain as much 
money as they could give security for. At 
the present time not only are the country 
banks unable to secure more money, but the 
advances already made to them have been 
called for, and the consequence is that scores 
are most seriously embarrassed. How they 
will be able to meet this embarrassment isa 
question concerning which there is 4 great 
difference of opinion, and it was the uncer- 
tainty as regards this feature of the financial 
situation that led to the refusal of the banks 
to order a large redemption of clearing-house 
certificates yesterday. Of these certificates 
there are about $13,000,000 now outstanding, 
most of them in the hands of banks that are 
largely, although indirectly, interested in 
Wall street, and from these no trouble is to 
be anticipated, but the up-town banks hold 
several millions and are clamorous for their 


payment. 
During the heat of the demand for money 


these panks, which did an almost exclusively 
mercantile business, were creditors of the 
ecmeip~ Paneer ok but they did not oppose the 
issue of certificates, as it was understood to 
be only a temporary expedient. Now, how- 
ever, they are ye a ampered by being 
kept out of their money and demand its re- 
turn. 
CALLS FOR CASH. 

In order to meet this demand and af the 
same time preserve their reserves intact, 
the banks of this city have called loans 
made to their Western correspondents. The 
effect of this was not fully Ang at the 
time the calls were made. Many banks had 
made advances on new city and county 
bonds, for which there is now no market, 
and were more seriously embarrassed by the 
call than had been anticipated. The effect 
has been thata large crop of small failures 
has resulted and two or three banks 
have zone down. The failures have been oc- 
casioned by the banks calling for loans which 
would under ordinary circumstances have 
been extended. The decision ofthe Bank of 
England directors not to increase the dis- 
count rate was the only thing that prevented 
a sharp decline this morning. 

A WEAK OPENING. 
&The strength of the stock market at last 
night’s close was missing this morning, al- 
though the Bank of England had failed to de- 
crease its rate of discount as hoped for by the 
advocates of lower figures.Almost everything 
on the active list opened from 1s to %& P= cent 
lower than last night, but Pacific Mall was off 
1 per cent’ and Loultsville & Nashville 1%. 
The latter stocks with Lackawana and 
St. Paul showed marked activity in the 
early trading, however, and four or five 
others of the leading shares displayed a mod- 
erate amount of business, but the remainder 
were very dull. The depression of the open- 
ing did not last over the first sales, and ina 
short time the losses were about recovered.

Miss Mabel Ismond Shot by Her Sister- 
in-Law. 


A DEPLORABLE EVENT IN EAST ST. LOUIS 
EARLY THIS MORNING. 


The Young Lady Standing at a Window 
Looking at the Cario Short Line Blaze 
When Fired On—Her Wound Probably 
Fatal—East Side News. 


Miss Mabel Ismond, an East St. Louis young 
lady 16 years of age, was shot with a revolver 
last night by her sister-in-law, Mrs. H. A. 
Ismond, and probably fatally wounded. Miss 
Ismond lives at No. 419 Trendley avenue with 
her brother, the husband of the woman who 
did the shooting. Their residence is near the 
Tudor Iron Wrks, and not far fromthe Cairo 
Short Line Railroad offices. Miss Ismond’s 
brother is Henry A. Ismond, a _  1loco- 
motive engineer who runs on the Mobile 
and Ohio road. Her fatheris William Ismond, 
who also resides at 419 Trendley avenue. The 
shooting, according to the statements of Mrs. 
Ismond and the injured young lady, 
was purely accidental. It occurred at 
12:45 o’clock this morning, a few minutes 
after the sounding of an alarm fora fire at 
the Cairo Short Line office. Miss Ismond, it 
seems, slept in a room in the rearof the 
dwelling. She heard the cries of fire and went 
into the front room of the house to 
see what was going on. Passing through 


the apartment of her brother and sister-in- 
law without disturbing either of them. The 
window of the front room was closed, and in 
raising it she madea noise that awoke Mrs. 
Ismond, whose first thought, of 
course, was of burglars. Instead 
of fainting or seeking to hide 
beneath the coverletes, as most of her sex 
would have done. Mrs. Ismond arose quietly 
and proceeded to investigate. Upon looking 
into the front room she saw some one at the 
window, and without seeking to as- 
certain who it might be re- 
turned to her own room and got 
arevolver. Weaponin hand she went tothe 
door and fired into the front room, intending, 
she says, to frighten the sepEpese burglar by 
shooting into the fireplace. iss Ismond had

A a fees who was summoned found 
that the ball had not penetrated the vitalsand 
he made ho attemptto extract it, concludin 
that owing to its location no harm woul 
result from its being allowed to remain,while 
probing might prove injurious and delay re- 
covery. The wound, though not necessarily 
fatal, is nevertheless serious, and in the 
opinion of the physician the chances for and 
against recovery are about equal. At noon 
the patient was resting easy and in no imme- 
diate danger.

INSTRUCTIONS, 


Messrs, Feurbach Evans Oriticised for 
Not Urging the Ducas Ship Project at 
the National Board of Trade Convention 
—Explanations. 

Messrs. Daniel Evans and Henry Feurbach 
have returned from New Orleans, where they 
represented the Mechanics’ Exchange at the 
recent National Board of Trade Oonvention, 
and unless present signs fail, both gentlemen 
will be called to task for failing tocarry out 
the instructions of the body which sent them 
as delegates. It appears that at the meet- 
ing where they were chosen, a resolution 
was adopted instructing them to advocate 
the interests of the Lucas ship project in the 
convention. This they failed to do, and in 
explanation of their non-action claim that 
the sentiment of the gathering was not favor- 
able to the project and for that reason 
they decided not to present any res- 
olution ofr make any other move 
in favor of the Lucas invention. The 
delegates will at the next meeting of the 
Exchange, which will be held early in Janu- 
ary, presenta report and fully explain why 
they did not deem it advisable to carry out 
the provisions of the resolution touching on 


the ship project. 
Some of the Exchange members are not 


at all satisfied with the ex- 
planations given by the del- 
egates. They hold that they should have 
acted on the instructions of the body that 
sent themto New Orleans, evenif there was 
not another delegate in the convention favor- 
Seee tonne movement.

The Suit of Mrs. Powell Against a New 


York Instrument Dealer. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—Chief Justice Daly’s 
part of the Court of Common Pleas was 
crowded with violin dealers and violin per- 
formers yesterday when the suit of Mrs. Min- 
nie Paul Powell to recover $1,000 damages 
from Victor 8. Flechter, a dealer in violins, 
was called for trial. The suit was occasioned, 
according to Mrs. Powell’s story, by the 
discovery that the violin which Flechter 
had eres was the work of Gas- 
pard ulffoprugcar and worth $1,000 
and which she, on his representation bought 
for $500 for her ‘daughter, Miss Maud Powell, a 
well known artist, was in realit but an imi!- 
tation and worth’ about $75. e violin was 
bought in March, 1887, and the discovery as to 
its character was not made until about two 

ears later. In the meantime, Miss Powell 

ad used it, but was never satisfied with “s 
Mrs. Powell’s claim to recovery is based oO 
her allegations that she was induced to nar 
chase the violin by Flechter’s misrepresenta- 
tions. Flechter avers 
that instrument for 
less and after 
Miss Powell had maved on it in public, de- 
signing persons, he says, informed her that 
it was not worth the price id for it. The 
violin, he declares, was picked out by Mrs. 
and Miss Powell of their own accord from a 
number of instruments and he made no such 
representations as charged in regard to it. 
Mr. Flechter declares he has no knowledge of 
Gaspard Duiffoprugcar and gives it as his 
opinion that no celebrated violin maker of 
that name ever lived. The first witness ex- 
amined yesterday was Mrs. Powell, who, in 
answer to the questions of her counsel 
E. P. Johnson,told how she had been induced 
to buy the violin. She had no knowledge of 
the value of the instrument and took Mr. 
Flechter’s word as an honorable dealer. She 
knew more now about violins than she had 
then, Mrs. Powell remarked. Mrs. Powell’s 
testimony was not affected by the cross-ex- 


Famination. 


Miss Powell corroborated her mother’s tes- 
timony and Mr. Flechter’s counsel derived 
pete satisfaction from her cross-examina- 

on. 

H. R. Knopf, a violin dealer, testified that 
he had sold the violin in question to Mr. 
Flechter for $40 in 1886 and had told him re- 

atedly that the instrument was a French 
mitation of a Duiffoprugcar. The instrument 
could not, he said, be more than forty years 
old and was worth about $75. Nearly all of 
Mr. Knopf’s testimony was taken subject to 
the objections of Mr, Fiechter’ ’s counsel. 
dealer and maker, Pierre A. 
Josephs, looked the violin over carefully 
and put its value at about $40. 
Mr. Joseph’s testimony as an expert 
covered a wide range and in the course of it 
he declared that in his belief none of the 
early makers was controlled by _ scientific 

rinciples in making violins. Neither of the 
ast two witnesses had ever seen a genuine 
Gaspard Duiffoprugcar and it appears that in 
the books onthe subject that there is ae oe 
dispute as to Dutffoprugcar’s aves hav 
madea violin. The trial will Age Bh ak 
to-day.

FARMER JOHN GRISCOMB UNEASY. 


He Loses a Barn Every Time There Is an 


Increase in His Family. 

GAINESVILLE, Pa., Dec. 18.—Farmer John 
Griscomb of Daly’s ,Run isthe most uneasy 
and anxious man just now in the whole Pine 
Creek country.

-The 
farmer prospered and last summer his hay 
crop was so good that he builta second barn 
for storing hay in a meadow not far 
from his house, Last Sunday Mrs. Gris- 
comb again became a mother, 
this time adding twins to the 
treasures. When Farmer Griscomb was told 
that he was the father of twins he stood 
dumbfounded. Then he exclaimed: ‘‘That’s 
right; that’s the way it oughttobe. I’ve got 
two barns; twins is right—a barn to burn for 

each twin. 

The barns are still standing, but Farmer 
Griscomb has men watching each one night 
and day. He says he will not be able to rest 
for a week at least.

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A CHRISTMAS DINNER. 


Full Directions ‘How to Prepare It bya 
Noted Cook. 

[Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—Since McAllister has 
confessed his devotion to the culinary art it is 
the correct thing to learn how to cook. I have 
asked one ofthe best private chefs in New 
York to give mean inexpensive and cosmo- 
politan dinner with full directions forthe 
preparation of each dish. Itisas follows:

OYSTERS ON THE HALF SHELL.—Allow five 
ng to each person. Serve with them 
slices of brown bread cut square and but- 
tered. Pass horsesradish, cayenne pepper 
and slices oflemon with the oysters. 

WHITE Sour.—Boil a chicken or fowl] slowly 
in two quarts of water, with an onion,a 
stalk of parsley and two teaspoonfuls of salt. 
Do this the day before Christmas. When 
the chichen is tender remove it from the 
kettle and set the liquor away tocool. Inthe 
morning, remove every particle of fat. Bring 
the stock to the boiling rr and add a pint 
of rich milk orcream. If it ts not sufficiently 
salt add what is necessary and a very little 
white pepper, also a piece of butter the size 
ofan egg. Bring it to the boiling pr again 
and thicken it with atablespoonful of flour 
into a smooth paste with two tablespoonfuls 
of cold water. Just before serving, poach as 
many eggsas there are people to dine and 
drop them upon the surface oi the soup after 
it is in the tureen. 

BOILED HALBUT WITH IIOLLANDAISE 
SAUCE.—Select a square piece from the center 
of the fish. Wrap it in a piece of cheese 
cloth slightly floured. Plunge it into salted 
boiling water, to which you have added a 
tablespoonful of vinegar and boil it. Fora 
fish weighing from four to six pounds, boil 
gently halfan hour. Allow three minutes 
longer for each additional pound. Garnish 
the fish with boiled eggs cut in slices and 
pour the sauce over it. 

HOLLANDAISE SAUCE.—Beata half a cupful 
of buttertoacream,add gradually the yolk 
of two eggs, the juice of halfa lemon, half a 
teaspoonful ‘of salt and a very little cayenne. 
Place the bow] containing these ingredients 
in a saucepan of boiling water and beat hard 
until the sauce begins to thicken, then add 
a half-cupful of boiling water and ‘peat until 
it is soft custard. 

BROWNED POTATO.—Mash potatoes in the 
ordinary way, using plenty of milk and but- 
ter. Heap in a mound on a small platter 
brush over the top with melted butter an 
then with beaten egg, and brown in the oven. 
Roast BEEF.—Select either the best cut of 
the ribs or the rter-house. Rub the meat 
thoroughly with salt, allowing a half tea- 
spoonful to each pound. Dredge the meat 
with flour and put it on a small twist ina 
dripping pan. Have the oven hotand put in 
the meat. Atthe end of fifteen minutes pour 
two teacupsful of boiling water in the pan. 
Dredge with flour and basteevery fifteen min- 
utes. Allow ten minutes to each pound of 
meat if you wantitrare. Forty-five minutes 
before the meat is done take it from the pan, 
pour off the gravy and pour in the batter for 
the Yorkshire pudding. For the batter, beat 
three eggs very light, and add a pint of milk 
and two-thirds ofacupoffiour and a small 
teaspoonful of salt. Stir until very smooth. 
Replace the meat and cook forty-five 
minutes longer without basting. Cut the 
pudding in squares and lay around the beef 
when it is served. 

PEAS A LA FRANCAISE.—Drain the liquorofa 
can of peas and cook them in a little boiling 
water for twenty minutes. Stir two table- 
fuls of butter and one of flour anda very 
little sugar in a saucepan until smooth. Add 
the peas and cook five minutes. Lastly, add 
a cup of cream and boil up. 

MACARON1.—Break halfa package of maca- 
roni intoinch lengths. Drop them intosalted 
boiling water and boil fast fifteen minutes. 
Drain off the water and arrange the macaroni 
in layers ina buttered pudding dish, sprink- 
ling each layer with black pepper and bits of 
butter. Cover the top with six tablespoonfuls 
of arated cheese; add more bits of butter and 
moisten the w hole with a cup of milk. Brown 
inthe oven. Cayenne and dry mustard may 
be substituted for the black pepper with good 
results. 

LEMON IcrE.—Allow half a pint of strong 

lemonade to each person. Freeze it moder- 
poy stiff and serve in tall glasses as a Course 
by itself. 
VOL AU VENT OF SALMON. —Make a very light 
and rich puff paste, cutit into circles four 
inches in diameter. Put a lift of paste around 
the edge of each circle as foratart. Cut as 
many heart. shaped pieces of pastry as you 
have circles. Bake them quickly ina hot 
oven. This may be done the day before. For 
the filling, — acupful of cream to the 
boiling point. Stir into it atablespoonful of 
flour unti Sener inacupful of cream, half 
a teaspoonful of salt andadash of . pepper. 
Drain all the oil fromacanof salmon and 
free the contents from skin and bone. Cook 
the salmon inthe sauce until it is hot. Fill 
the cases with the mixture, covering them 
with the pastry hearts and put them in the 
oven long enough to heat the pastry. 

Roast Ducks.—Dress a pair of young ducks, 
put half an onion inside of each, truss them 
and rub them with salt and dredge them with 
flour. Roast them ina very hot oven thirty 
minutes. Serve with currant jelly and let- 
tuce witha French dressing of oil and vine- 


ar. 
ENGLISH PLUM PuppInGc.—Grate a large loaf 
of stale bread; add toita pound anda quar- 
ter of sugar, a ‘pound of very finely chopped 
suet, two unds of seeded raisins, halfa

IN THE ARENA OF SPORT. 


TURF CAREER OF THE CRACK TWO-YEAR- 
OLD LA TOSCA. 


Details of the Prize-Fight Won by Ed 
Gorman Yesterday—Siddens Wins a 
Battle—Racing on Several Tracks and 
Other Sporting News. 


La Tosca (aname destined to earn great 
fame for St. Blaise) made her debut, at Mor- 
ris Park, writes J.J. Burke. When the sea- 
s0n of 1890 is fully and carefully reviewed the 
performance of no colt or filly on the turf that 
year will have attracted more favorable com- 
ment than those of La Tosca on three succes- 
sive race days over one of the worst race 
tracks that hetses were ever required to run 
over. This was at Morris Park, where the 
application of new loam to the surface of the 
track proved to be the unluc klest experiment 
ever indulged in. 

On Oct. 8 La Tosca, still short of work after 
a severe sickness at Monmouth Park, ran 
third to Russell and Sallie McClelland, heads 
only between the three, in the rich Dunmow 
Stakes. This was worth to the winner $12,960. 
La Tosca was in receipt of ten pounds from 
Russell and eleven pounds from Sallie Mc- 
Clelland in this race. 

On the very next day, Oct. 9, in the Fashion 
Stakes, worth $3,130 to the winner, La Tosca, 
122 pounds, beats Cantatrice, 104 pounds; Fire- 
works, 103 pounds; Reckon, 122 pounds; the 
Adage “ily, 103 pouncs, and Sallie McClel- 
Jand.122 pounds. Here was one of the most 
startling reversals of public form that were 
ever known in American racing. And yet 
that it was perfectly natural strikes the writ- 
er as the most likely thing it the world. 

The argument made was that La Tosca must 
have been sent to the post designedly short of 
work in the Dunmow Stakes (worth nearly 
$13,000, remember), but was perfectly fit for 
the Fashion Stakes, worth $3,130. Was ever 
there a more absurd deduction? 

The factis, Sallie McClelland was the one 
which did not run up to her form, and the 
very fact that two days later, Oct. ll, her 
owner, Byron McClelland, declined to run her 
inthe White Plains handicap, worth $7,000, 
and in which all the critics said that she was 
undoubtedly favored in the weights—all this,

Louls. The book is 
4x8 inches, printed 
in small pica type, 
leaded. The ap- 
pearance of the 
print isanything but 
artistic, italic capl- 
tal letters having 
been used where Ro- 

man ran short. 

This valuable possession has the appear- 
ance of being a rather used-up spelling book. 
Besides the book’s intrinsic value, owing to 
the scarcity, it has also a historical value, 
having been constructed by Mr. Fred L. Bil- 
lon as a reference in the compilation of his 
‘*‘Annalsof St. Louis,’’ in which frequent 
reference is made to the little ‘‘100-page 
pamphilet issued by a Mr. John A. Paxton.’’ 
Mr. Billon’s notes are on every page, to- 
gether with corrections and dates. None of 
the libraries of St. Louls have an edition of 
this work, but have a partial reprint which 
was made in a directory published in 1854. 
This comment is made upon the original: 
**The original from which this is taken Is very 
valuable, as itis supposed to be the last one 
in existence.’’ This book was purchased a 
few weeks ago at an auction sale for the 


modest sum of $6.25.
